J, J. Bowlen of Cal- 
gary, who owns 2] sections of farm 
land in Southern Alberta, has signed 
a contract; also Nat Bryant of Hus- 
sar has placed his six sections under 
a Pool contract,

H, W, Wood, chairman of the board 
of directors of the Alberta Wheat 
Pool, told the Calgary Kiwanis Club 
in the course of an address, that if 
the farmers cannot sell their own 
wheat scientifically there is little hope 
for agriculture in Canada. 

Alberta’s optimism -which has car- 
ried her through some comparatively 
lean years has been justified. Not 
only are the farmers of the province 
at present engaged in the garnering 
of a record crop, and the business men 
of the cities preparing for heavy de- 
mands as soon as the work in the 
fields is completed, but the livestock 
industry showing signs of ap- 
proaching a record period after a 
number of years of struggle. This 
week at the auction connected with 
the Calgary fall show and sale the 
prices realized were beyond the ex- 
pectations of even the most optimis- 
tic. 

The trend of the market during the 
last month had suggested a revival in 
the industry. Conditions in the Un- 
ited States, where a shortage of cat- 
tle is reported, have done a great deal 
toward raising the price level. But 
the prices received at the Calgary 
auction were nevertheless a pleasant 
shock to sellers, 

Officials of the show and sale who 
have been connected ‘with auctions 
here for more than 20 years state 
that they do not remember an occa- 
sion when such excellemt prices were 
obtained for sheep as during the sales 
on Thursday, 

The future of the main industries 
of the province looks brighter at the 
moment than for years.

Many good. herds of Alberta cattle 
will again be represented this year 
at the Toronto Royal and Chicago 
International livestock shows by 
steers contributed by various breed- 
ers in the province and fitted by the 
department of animal husbandry, Uni- 
versity. of Alberta. Included in the 
shipment, which left during the past 
week for Toronto are five A\berdeen 
Angus steers, four Herefords and nine 
Shorthorns, comprising one of the 
best exhibits ever sent from Adberta 
to the big eastern shows. The Aber- 
deen Angus entries include’ one ‘from 
the Thompson herd at Vegreville, one 
from Dickson and Hunter at Imnis- 
free, one from C. H. Richardson of 
Bowden and two bred on the Univer- 
sity farm. Three University-bred 
Herefords and one from the McHach- 
ern Ranch at Burmis make up the en- 
tries for that breesl while the Short- 
horns include animals from the herds 
of G. M. Thomas of Youngstown, and 
W. W. Sharpe of Stettler, and four 
pure-breds and one grade from the 
University herd, All of these cattle 
will be shown in various classes at the 
Toronto Royal, following which nine 
or ten head will go on to face the 
keener competition at the Interna- 
tional. Seven choice Hampshire sheep 
will also represent the University 
flock at. the Toronto show,
